Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Little  occurred  during  the  year  to  disturb  the  health  record  of 
the  area.  None  of  the  infections  reached  epidemic  proportions  and 
the  number  of  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  was  less  than  last  year. 

Diphtheria  made  an  unwelcome  re-appearance  but,  as  can  be 
inferred  from  the  report  on  this  disease,  the  cases  were  slight  and 
their  control  presented  no  difficulty. 

Scarlet  fever  and  whooping  cough  were  the  only  other  common 
infectious  diseases  which  showed  a rather  greater  prevalence  than 
last  year. 

In  most  parts  of  the  area  the  Clean  Food  Campaign  was 
initiated  through  the  medium  of  films  and  talks  and  I am  very 
hopeful  that  this  method  of  approach  will  do  much  to  stimulate 
the  interest  and  co-operation  of  those  concerned  in  the  handhng 
and  preparation  of  food. 

The  birth  and  death  rates  remain  satisfactory,  all  bearing  very 
favourable  comparison  with  those  of  the  rest  of  the  country. 

Miss  Tennant  has  now  completed  a period  of  ten  years  as  my 
clerk  and  I should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  reliable  and  conscientious 
manner  in  which  she  has  carried  out  her  duties  during  this  time. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  council  members  of  the  constituent 
authorities  and  to  my  colleagues  on  the  various  staffs  for  their 
continued  co-operation  and  assistance.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


SCARLET  FEVER 

Scarlet  fever  cases  again  showed  an  increase,  94  being  notified 
as  against  81  for  last  year.  Only  11  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

MEASLES  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH 

Whooping  cough  was  more  prevalent  than  last  year,  but  the 
cases  of  measles  were  more  than  halved,  the  figures  being  151  and 
181  as  against  101  and  417.  One  case  of  each  disease  was  removed 
to  hospital.  Adult  serum  and  gamma  globulin  for  the  prevention 
or  attenuation  of  measles  is  now  available  from  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Taunton,  for  use  in  suitable  cases. 

PNEUMONIA 

Twenty-four  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  compared  with 
32  last  year.  The  mortality  was  nil — a fact  which  appears  to  pay 
a remarkable  tribute  to  the  efficacy  of  modem  chemotherapy  in  the 
treatment  of  this  disease. 

DIPHTHERIA 

The  notification  of  3 cases  of  diphtheria  after  almost  complete 
immunity  from  the  disease  should  serve  as  a reminder  that  it  is 
still  a potential  danger  if  one  does  not  take  advantage  of  the  means 
available  to  prevent  it.  Fortunately  all  the  cases  were  of  a mild 
type  and  recovery  was  complete,  but  it  was  a significant  fact  that 
none  of  those  affected  had  had  the  protective  inoculation  available 
against  the  disease.  A certain  amount  of  doubt  has  been  created  in 
people’s  minds  as  to  whether  they  should  still  have  their  children 
immunised  in  view  of  the  publicity  which  has  been  given  to  the 
relationship  between  diphtheria  immunisation  and  infantile 
paralysis.  It  is  easy  to  misunderstand  the  real  point  of  this.  The 
immunisation  of  a child  against  diphtheria  could  never,  of  course, 
in  itself  cause  poliomyelitis.  The  association  really  arises  because 
it  has  been  observed  that  in  some  cases  of  poliomyelitis  the  paralysis 
seems  to  have  developed  to  a worse  degree  in  children  who  have 
been  immunised  against  diphtheria  within  a month  or  so  of  the 
onset  of  the  polio.  Because  of  this,  it  has  become  the  practice  to 
discontinue  diphtheria  immunisation  while  poliomyelitis  is  prevalent 
throughout  the  country  but  to  pursue  it  as  energetically  as  ever 
during  the  rest  of  the  year.  The  protective  inoculation  and  the 
diphtheria  anti-toxin  are  still  available  throughout  the  area  as 
stated  in  previous  reports. 
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ERYSIPELAS 

Eight  cases  of  erysipelas,  the  same  as  last  year,  were  notihed 
during  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

It  was  noted  in  last  year’s  report  that  for  the  first  time  since 
1945  the  notification  of  tuberculosis  showed  a decrease  instead  of 
an  increase.  This  was  practically  maintained  during  the  year  as 
the  total  notifications  of  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  cases 
were  only  2 in  excess  of  last  year’s  number.  The  figures  were  57 
pulmonary  and  8 non-pulmonary  compared  with  52  pulmonary 
and  11  non-pulmonary  in  1949. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  South-Western  Regional 
Hospital  Board  paid  a visit  to  Frome  in  December. 

The  survey  was  attended  by  851  persons  (592  males  and  259 
females).  Sixty  were  recalled  for  further  examination.  34  of  these 
were  regarded  as  significant  cases  and  on  further  investigation  they 
were  divided  into  18  non-tuberculous  and  16  tuberculous  (3  active 
and  13  inactive). 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA 

Three  cases  of  puerperal  p3rrexia  were  notified  during  the 
year,  the  same  number  as  last  year. 

CEREBROSPINAL  MENINGITIS 

Three  cases  of  cerebrospinal  meningitis  were  notified  as  against 
2 last  year. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM 

No  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  during  the  year  for  the 
third  year  in  succession. 

POLIOMYELITIS 

Contrary  to  the  experience  of  some  other  parts  of  the  country 
the  number  of  cases  which  occurred  in  this  area  during  the  year  was 
less  than  last  year,  10  being  notified  as  against  12  in  1949.  There 
was  1 fatal  case — a little  boy  of  seven,  who  developed  a fulminating 
type  of  the  disease,  and  died  shortly  after  admission  to  hospital. 
Much  has  been  said  in  recent  years  of  the  apparent  association  of 
this  disease  with  diphtheria  immunisation  and  tonsillectomy,  and 
research  is  being  undertaken  at  the  present  time  to  discover  to 
what  extent  poliomyelitis  is  affected  by  these  procedures. 

FOOD  POISONING 

Two  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  reported  during  the  year. 
Both  were  investigated  with  a minimum  of  delay  but  in  neither  case 
was  it  possible  to  establish  the  cause  of  the  food  poisoning  owing 
to  the  lack  of  sampling  material. 
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Many  talks  on  this  important  subject  have  been  given  through- 
out the  area  in  connection  with  the  Clean  Food  Campaign  and 
there  is  little  doubt  that  this  is  the  line  of  approach  to  the  problem 
which  is  most  likely  to  bear  fruit. 

DYSENTERY 

Three  cases  of  Sonne  dysentery  occurred  in  one  part  of  the 
area.  Many  cases  of  mild  diarrhoea  were  prevalent  in  the  district 
at  the  time,  but  these  three  were  the  only  ones  which  investigation 
proved  to  be  a definite  form  of  dysentery.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  District  Council  supply  the  following  villages  in  the 
district  : — 

Bathampton 

This  water  was  chlorinated.  Although  it  was  barely  adequate 
the  supply  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  without  interruption. 
The  raw  water  at  times  showed  some  evidence  of  pollution. 

Bathford 

Supplementary  chlorinated  water  obtained  from  the  Royal 
Engineer  Works  in  Wiltshire  enabled  the  supply  to  be  maintained. 
The  raw  water  of  the  village  occasionally  showed  some  evidence 
of  contamination. 

Camerton,  Dunkerton,  Wello'w,  Shoscombe  and  Priston 

These  five  villages  are  now  wholly  supplied  by  the  new  Combe 
Hay  works.  An  adequate  supply  was  maintained  and  samples  of 
the  raw  and  chlorinated  water  were  mainly  satisfactory. 

Monkton  Combe 

Only  part  of  this  village  was  supplied  by  the  district  council. 
The  remaining  portion  and  the  whole  of  Combe  Down  being  served 
by  the  Combe  Down  Water  Company.  A constant  supply  was 
maintained  throughout.  The  water  was  at  all  times  found  to  be 
pure. 

Upper  Swainswick 

The  two  small  village  supplies  showed  no  signs  of  contamination 
but  they  were  inadequate.  Steps  should  be  taken  to  give  a sufficient 
supply  to  this  village  as  soon  as  possible. 

Northstoke  (Swinford) 

It  had  been  hoped  to  replace  this  pure  but  inadequate  supply 
by  an  extension  of  the  West  Gloucester  Water  Company’s  mains 
but  the  scheme  has  been  delayed.  At  the  time  of  writing  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  work  will  be  put  in  hand  during  the  next 
few  weeks.  Only  12  houses  are  served  by  this  supply  and  half  of 
these  have  water  laid  on. 

Hinton  Charterhouse 

Part  of  this  village  was  supplied  by  the  district  council  who 
take  water  in  bulk  from  the  Combe  Down  Water  Company.  The 
water  was  chlorinated,  pure  and  of  sufficient  quantity.

Marksbury 

The  whole  of  this  village  was  supplied  by  the  district  council 
who  purchased  water  in  bulk  from  the  Glutton  R.D.C.  No  shortage 
was  experienced  during  the  year. 

The  Bath  Corporation  supplied  the  following  parts  of  the 
district  : The  whole  of  Batheaston,  Lower  Swainswick,  Weston, 
Bailbrook,  Lansdown,  St.  Catherine,  Woolley,  and  about  40  houses 
at  Bathampton  adjacent  to  the  boundary. 

The  Combe.  Down  Water  Company  supplied  the  whole  of 
Combe  Down,  Freshford,  Southstoke,  Midford,  part  of  Hinton 
Charterhouse,  and  Claverton  (except  for  a few  houses  supplied  by 
the  Skrine  Estate.) 

The  West  Gloucester  Water  Company  supplied  the  whole  of 
the  parish  of  Whitchurch,  part  of  Corston,  and  a few  hpuses  at 
Queen  Charlton. 


PRIVATE  SUPPLIES 

Claverton  Village 

This  piped  supply  was  temporarily  contaminated  and  at  the 
time  of  writing  the  estate  suppliers  are  overhauling  the  system. 

Kelston 

No  difficulties  were  experienced  with  this  supply  during  the 
year. 

Compton  Dando,  Corston  and  Newton  St.  Loe 

These  villages  were  very  inadequately  supplied  but  the  difficulties 
will  be  solved  by  the  extension  of  the  West  Gloucester  Water 
Company’s  mains  to  these  areas.  A scheme  for  this  purpose  is  in 
active  course  of  preparation. 

Stanton  Prior 

The  water  resources  in  this  village  were  improved  during  the 
year  and  it  is  expected  that  an  ample  supply  will  now  be  available.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  arrangements  whereby  the  sewage  from  the  parishes  of 
Bathford,  Batheaston,  Bathampton,  Claverton,  Monkton  Combe, 
Lower  Swainswick,  Weston  and  Whitchurch  discharges  into  the 
sewers  of  the  adjoining  City  authorities  remained  satisfactory. 
The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  arrangements  for  the  parish 
of  Freshford  continued  to  cause  anxiety  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  scheme  which  has  been  prepared  may  be  put  in  hand  during  the 
coming  year. 

The  parishes  of  Southstoke,  Hinton  Charterhouse,  Newton 
St.  Loe,  Corston  and  Priston  had  very  unsatisfactory  arrangements. 
At  the  present  time  schemes  are  in  course  of  preparation  for  dealing 
with  these  matters  in  the  parishes  of  Southstoke,  Hinton  Charter- 
house  and  Priston.  The  remaining  parishes  will  receive  attention 
subsequently. 

With  the  exception  of  minor  extensions  and  the  construction 
of  temporary  disposal  works  to  serve  housing  estates  and  isolated 
groups  of  houses,  no  other  schemes  have  been  put  into  operation. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Council  carried  out  routine  collections  of  refuse  and  salvage 
from  all  the  parishes.  This  was  done  by  direct  labour,  seven  vehicles 
of  the  covered  type  being  used.  The  collections  varied  from  fort- 
nightly to  monthly  according  to  the  density  of  the  population 
and  built-up  nature  of  the  parish  or  hamlet. 

The  refuse  was  disposed  of  on  five  partially-controlled  tips. 

Proceeds  from  the  sale  of  salvaged  materials  amounted  to 
£354  15s.  Od.

FOOD 

As  there  are  no  centralised  slaughterhouses  in  the  area,  meat 
and  food  inspections  were  confined  to  the  inspection  of  animals 
slaughtered  privately  under  licence  from  the  Ministry  of  Food 
and  the  inspection  at  shops  and  stores.  During  these  visits  198  lb. 
of  meat,  47  tins  of  meat  products,  31  tins  of  milk,  29  tins  of  fish 
and  17  tins  of  fruit  were  condemned. 

The  number  of  premises  where  food  is  prepared  and  registered 
under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  was  35. 

Bye-laws  relating  to  these  premises  were  adopted  in  April. 
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GENERAL 


Movable  Dwellings 

Seventeen  licences  to  station  and  use  individual  movable 
dwellings  and  5 licences  authorising  land  to  be  used  as  camping 
sites  were  issued  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

The 
Council’s  refuse  tips  were  treated  every  two  months  and  the  sewers 
throughout  the  district  were  treated  in  accordance  with  the 
Ministry’s  recormnendations.  The  " block  control  ” method  was 
used  in  the  villages  and  where  it  was  found  that  farms  were  infested 
liaison  with  the  County  Agricultural  Pest  Officer  was  always  sought.

Considering  the  prolonged  winter  weather  with  its  attendant  lack 
of  sunshine  the  health  of  the  children  was  satisfactory  throughout 
the  year  as,  apart  from  many  catarrhal  colds,  there  was  little  illness 
of  a serious  nature. 

Forty  children  remained  on  the  register  and  the  average  daily 
attendance  was  35. 

KEYNSHAM  DAY  NURSERY 

The  sub-committee  appointed  last  year  to  control  the  applica- 
tions for  admission  to  the  Day  Nursery  held  quarterly  meetings 
during  the  year.  At  these  meetings  the  various  details  of  the  day- 
to-day  running  were  considered. 

The  health  of  the  children  was  satisfactory  and,  apart  from  an 
outbreak  of  a mild  form  of  measles  during  February,  little  infectious 
disease  was  reported. 

There  were  22  children  aged  0-3  years  on  the  books  at  the 
end  of  the  year  and  the  average  daily  attendance  was  20. 

KEYNSHAM  WELFARE  CENTRE 

The  attendances  at  the  Keynsham  Welfare  Centre  and  the 
Saltford  Weighing  Centre  showed  a considerable  reduction  on  last 
year’s  figures.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  next  year’s  attendances  will 
^provide  a truer  reflection  of  the  high  quality  of  the  work  which  is 
the  featme  of  this  welfare  centre.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR,  1950 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Domestic  and  trade  refuse  has  been  collected  weekly  throughout 
the  year  from  the  whole  of  the  area.  The  addition  of  new  housing 
estates  has  materially  increased  the  work  owing  to  the  volume  of 
refuse  collected  and  additional  transport  during  difficult  periods 
has  been  necessary. 

The  salvage  and  sale  of  waste  paper,  temporarily  suspended  on 
account  of  market  conditions,  was  restarted  in  July  and  should 
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prove  a useful  source  of  income.  The  total  proceeds  from  the  sale 
of  salvaged  materials  amounted  to  £175  and  included  the  following  : 

Paper 15|  tons 

Kitchen  waste  26  tons 

Rags,  metal  and  miscellaneous  2|  tons 

Disposal  of  refuse  has  continued  by  controlled  tipping  at  the 
Stidham  Gravel  Pit  under  rather  difficult  conditions,  but  negotiations 
have  been  completed  for  the  acquisition  of  a new  site  adjoining  the 
Council’s  Depot  at  Unity  Road,  Keynsham,  and  this  site  should  be 
ready  for  use  within  the  next  few  months. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  existing  sewers  of  the  district  have  operated  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year  and  no  major  maintenance  work  has  been 
necessary. 

Foul  and  storm  water  sewers  have  been  extended  and  pumping 
equipment  installed  to  serve  a new  housing  estate  of  ultimately 
116  houses. 

The  majority  of  the  sewage  from  the  district  has  been  treated 
at  the  Unity  Road  works,  which  have  continued  to  function  satis- 
factorily except  during  periods  of  heavy  rain. 

The  few  cesspools  which  remain  in  use  have  been  well  maintained 
and  have  not  given  rise  to  any  nuisance. 

HOUSING 

Although  steady  progress  with  the  construction  of  new  dwellings 
has  been  maintained  during  the  year  the  number  of  applicants  shows 
no  sign  of  diminishing  and  many  urgent  cases  continue  to  arise. 
While  this  situation  continues,  the  prospect  of  clearing  the  older 
property,  which  is  beyond  repair  or  improvement,  is  very  remote. 
In  addition,  steeply  rising  costs  have  added  to  the  difficulties  of 
owners  who  try  to  maintain  their  property  in  a reasonable  con- 
dition, as  existing  rents  leave  no  margin  to  meet  maintenance  costs. 

Several  enquiries  have  been  received  concerning  the  grants 
available  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  but  for  various  reasons  it 
was  obvious  that  the  conditions  could  not  be  fulfilled  and  no 
formal  applications  were  made.

The  whole  of  the  district  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the 
West  Gloucestershire  Water  Co.  and  practically  all  domestic  supplies 
are  obtained  from  this  source.  The  quality  and  the  quantity  of  this 
supply  have  been  satisfactory. 

As  the  source  of  the  public  supply  is  not  within  your  district 
no  samples  of  raw  water  have  been  collected  by  your  officers. 
Samples  of  treated  water  have  been  taken  quarterl}^  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  and  all  have  been  found  satisfactory. 
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Chemical  analyses  of  the  water  have  also  been  made  periodically. 
The  results  indicate  that  the  water  is  hard  (210  parts  per  million), 
largely  temporary,  and  slightly  alkaline. 

The  water,  being  hard,  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

Practically  all  houses  in  the  district  have  a piped  supply  direct 
from  the  main.  There  are  no  standpipes. 

About  a dozen  scattered  houses  and  farms  on  the  periphery 
of  the  district  have  private  well  supplies,  the  majority  of  which 
are  quite  satisfactory.  Samples  of  the  water  from  one  well  supplying 
8 houses  were  found  unsatisfactory  as  a result  of  which  the  owner 
of  3 of  the  houses  has  provided  a piped  supply  and  arrangements 
for  a piped  supply  for  the  remainder  are  in  hand. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

Although  infestations  by  rodents  seem  to  be  a continuous 
problem,  efforts  to  control  and  reduce  them  have  produced  very 
satisfactory  results  during  the  year,  due  largely  to  the  co-operation 
which  your  operator  has  received  from  owners  and  occupiers  of 
property  affected.  This  situation  is  very  pleasing  as  it  is  only  by 
such  methods  that  rodents  can  be  detected  and  destroyed.

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FROME  DAY  NURSERY 

Quarterly  meetings  were  held  during  the . year  by  the  sub- 
committee appointed  last  year  to  control  the  applications  for 
admission  to  the  Day  Nursery  and  matters  concerning  the  everyday 
working  were  discussed  at  these  meetings. 

A number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  reported  during 
the  year  including  1 case  of  scarlet  fever,  1 case  of  chicken-pox, 
10  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  14  cases  of  acute  gastro  enteritis. 

The  Nursery  was  closed  for  three  weeks  during  April  for 
re-decoration. 

The  average  attendance  during  the  year  was  30  and  the  highest 
attendance  on  any  one  day,  39. 


FROME  INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRE 

The  attendance  figures  for  the  year  again  showed  a decrease 
but  this  may  have  been  due  largely  to  the  bad  weather  conditions. 
This  is  more  than  suggested  by  the  fact  that  the  total  number  of 
children  on  the  register,  which  was  116  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  had  increased  to  207  by  the  end  of  December. 

The  impending  transfer  of  the  Centre  to  the  new  clinic  in  Cork 
Street  will  no  doubt  give  great  satisfaction  to  all  those  who  have 
carried  on  their  good  work  under  rather  adverse  conditions  for  the 
past  few  years.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  new  and  up-to-date 
environment  wiU  stimulate  interest  in  this  most  important  service 
and  help  to  remind  us  of  something  we  tend  rather  to  overlook  at 
the  present  time.  This  is  that  the  prevention  of  disease  should  be 
every  bit  as  important  as  its  cure.

HOUSING 

The  number  of  housing  applicants  on  the  Council’s  list  is  now 
303,  a reduction  of  117  compared  with  1949.  During  the  year 
applicants  were  asked  to  re-register  and,  on  receipt  of  completed 
forms,  the  applicants’  homes  were  visited,  if  in  Frome,  and  each 
case  placed  in  the  appropriate  category  with  “ points  ” allocated, 
as  recommended  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Bulletin  " Selection  of 
Council  House  Tenants 

During  the  year  79  Council  Houses  were  completed  and 
occupied. 

With  the  rapid  progress  now  being  made  on  the  Cornish  Unit 
type  of  house,  it  should  soon  be  possible  to  allocate  a house  to 
each  suitable  applicant  in  Category  “ A The  whole  of  the 
investigations  and  “ Pointing  ” has  been  carried  out  by  the  staff 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department,  who,  by  their  training, 
qualifications  and  experience,  are  well  fitted  for  this  work,  involving 
as  it  does,  interviews  in  the  home  and  detailed  information  as  to 
the  applicants’  existing  housing  conditions.

In  2 cases  it  has 
been  necessary  to  deal  with  the  premises  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  dirty  food  preparing  rooms, 
and  in  each  case  the  defects  were  remedied. 

ICE  CREAM 

Registered  premises  now  total  27.  During  the  year  37  samples 
of  ice  cream  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  for  examination  and  the  results  were  as  follows  : —

These  results  may  be  considered  as  highly  satisfactory.  In  the 
two  cases  where  Grade  IV  results  were  obtained  the  premises  were 
visited  and  advice  given  on  the  hygiene  of  the  premises  and  utensils. 
Further  samples  showed  satisfactory  results.  Since  the  introduction 
of  the  Heat  Treatment  Regulations,  1947,  the  ice-cream  trade  has 
co-operated  with  the  inspectors  to  a very  marked  degree  in  ensuring 
that  their  products  are  produced  and  sold  in  an  hygienic  manner.

SWIMMING  BATHS 

Samples  taken  from  the  Swimming  Bath  totalled  11.  Of  this 
total  only  1 sample  was  unsatisfactory  and  the  Council  has  a 
scheme  for  a completely  new  filtration  and  chlorination  plant 
which  should  ensure  a constantly  “ safe  ” swimming-bath  water. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKPLACES 

The  total  number  of  factories  on  the  Council’s  Register  on  the 
31st  December,  1950,  was  94.  During  the  year  79  visits  were  made 
to  factories,  as  a result  of  which  8 informal  notices  were  served 
requiring  the  remedy  of  defects,  8 of  these  notices  were  complied 
with. 

The  number  of  outworkers  contained  in  the  August  list  was  26, 
aU  of  which  were  engaged  in  the  making  of  wearing  apparel.  No 
action  was  found  necessary  in  respect  of  outworkers’  premises. 
A complaint  regarding  a local  plastic  factory  was  referred  to  H.M. 
Inspector  of  Alkali,  etc.,  Works. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  has  been  satisfactory,  both  in 
quality  and  quantity,  during  the  year.  The  supply  is  supervised 
and  controlled  by  the  Council’s  Surveyor.  Routine  samples  have 
been  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  at  two-week  intervals  since 
May,  1950.  The  results  are  shown  below  : —

In  the  case  of  the  one  unsatisfactory  sample,  chlorination 
was  immediately  increased  and  daily  comparator  readings  were 
taken  to  ensure  that  free  chlorine  was  present  (.15  parts  per  million). 
Further  samples  were  satisfactory.  One  chemical  sample  was  taken. 
This  was  satisfactory.  It  shows  the  water  to  have  a total  hardness 
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of  280  with  permanent  hardness  of  36.  The  analyst’s  report  states  1 
“ The  water  is  practically  free  from  organic  impurity.” 

Number  of  dwelling  houses  in  the  district — as  shown  on  the 
Rate  Books — is  3,182,  of  which  an  estimated  number  of  300  are 
supplied  from  stand  pipes  or  from  taps  in  communal  backyards.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Public  water  supplies  in  the  district  number  8 and  from  these 
sources  a total  of  11  parishes  is  served.  Samples  are  taken  bi- 
monthly and  these  show  that  both  the  Norton  St.  Philip  andNunney 
supplies  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory.  The  other  6 are  of  doubtful 
quality  and  fall  short  of  present-day  standards.  In  all  cases  water 
is  supplied  to  consumers  without  treatment. 

All  private  supplies  are  regularly  sampled  and  submitted  to 
the  County  Bacteriologist  whose  reports  show  that  at  all  times, 
and  more  especially  after  heavy  rainfall,  the  supplies  are  not 
satisfactory. 

The  various  sources  of  water  from  which  samples  are  regularly

Due  to  the  wet  weather  experienced  throughout  the  summer, 
water  supplies  in  the  district  were  sufficient  to  meet  requirements, 
except  in  the  parish  of  Upton  Noble.  Here  a small  spring  supplying 
some  cottages  became  grossly  polluted  and  work  was  put  in  hand 
to  effect  a remedy. 

Many  complaints  were  received  from  Leigh-on-Mendip  concern- 
ing discoloration,  but,  as  this  was  from  a shallow-seated  spring  to 
which  storm  water  readily  gained  access,  it  was  not  possible  to  cure 
the  trouble.

HOUSING 

Twenty-six  council  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year, 
and  the  numbers  built  since  the  war  total  106  council  houses  and 
25  private  houses. 

There  were  320  names  on  the  waiting  list  for  council  houses 
and  50  applications  were  received  from  persons  wishing  to  build 
their  own  houses. 

As  accommodation  has  been  found  for  some  of  the  occupiers 
of  the  huts  at  Marston  Park,  those  huts  becoming  void  have  been 
removed.  Owing  to  acute  shortage  of  housing  accommodation,  it 
became  apparent  that  the  tenants  would  be  obliged  to  continue 
living  in  a very  unsatisfactory  condition  for  perhaps  several  years. 
A survey  was  made  of  the  camp  and  the  information  obtained  was 
submitted  to  the  Ministry,  as  a result  of  which  the  Council  was 
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awarded  a special  allocation  of  13'  houses,  with  a condition  that 
the  houses,  when  built,  would  be  occupied  by  the  13  remaining 
families  at  the  camp.
